Without assistance it has been and will be impossible for me to return to the 
King Conspiracies book I mentioned to you so;^ tine ago- Searching* retrieving ami 
refiling the records I r ll require is beyond ny phy sicial capabilities and tliere is 
no likelihood that they will improve. Fact is I'm weaker and less able. 

Bone years ago, in the 197Qs fl I did a rough draft of a few chapters of a book 
that had been in mind and I sent them to a friend who was then education editor at 
Bantam. He showed them to the fiction editor. They agreed that it was rough but 
powerdul and effective, if X remember their praise accur^itely, %ck J’affe nixed it. 
The working title is Agmt Oswald, without the ? that will be clear in the text. 

I don't know how ranch you remember of Oswald In ^ew Orleans, but there is a 
short passage recounting a caller-in when X was doing the Joo Dolan radio t£Ok show 
from Jack London Square in Oakland <■ He would not talk to me on the air but with some 
uneasiness from the beep then required by the ICC did talk to me privately. He told 
me that he had been in the ^irines with Oswald and the man I described from the 
official records was not real from his personal knowledge* told me a couple of 
things besides what interested me most of all and I chocked those little-known things 
out and he was accurate. What excited me is his statement that Oswald was one of 
only five men in their radar outfit who had crypto clearance* 

When I returned home X did enough checking to convince me that beyond **ny 
question at all Oswald was ; something other than the rtm-of-the-mill ferina, that 
ne was trusted, dependable and ^possessed of real oiui important secrets* However,

They were part of Operation Strong Back - which X believe was a 
SI A operation to overthrow Sukarno in Indonesia. In short, Oswald never had any active 
duty or overseas assignment as a Marina that was not connected with the CIA and with 
one exception, his assignment to a largo base at Atsugi, Japan, all are reflected on 
hia service record as no more than "maneuvers." However, this security cl e^irances not 
only are not on his service record, the FBI found no indication of them and when 
Oswald "del ected" to the USSR the xi found none to report to the iioscow embassy* 

1 have these records, and many others I won’t now go into. Unless you want me to. 

But believe mo, there is much more and it is good copy, iirvolving even a defected 
KGB official the CIA almost assassinated, and with what records! They ubsuad the 
poor man incredibly for three years before he v/as "cleared, 11 Only a nut, a paranoia 
or someone with something to hide would have dreamed, that ho was other than" what he 
really was, an intelligence windfall. Only recently I’ve gotten some FBI record that 
were withheld from im for more than a decade bearing on tlais, the case of Yuri 
Kosenko , imd it completely destroys the official CIA exp^umation, which when made 
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to the Congress appeared to be a full and repentant confession.
